FRANCP] IN AFRICA. . 

London Newspapers Uneasy Because Her 
Advance Is Not Checked by Great 
Britain. 

London, Nov. 0.—" On the Brink ' 
the editorial caption undeC' which tlie 
Caily News to-day discusBed the Anglo- 
Prench relations and how many times, 
of recent years, Great Britain has been 
on the brink of war with France. The 
same feeling is known to exist among 
the well-informed iu both countries. 

The definite announcement that the 
J'lRyptian campaign up tlu Nile has 
been abandoned, although expected, has 
been the signal for a' howl of disgust 
similar iu tone to tho outburel of the 
Morning Post yesterday, which paper, 
in an especially displayed editorial on 
the subject denounced the government 
for its hesitancy on all great occasions. 
It said : The unfortunate losses in money 
and in blood are due to procrastination 
aud inactivity. When the hour ia ripe 
to vindicate Gordon and to smash the 
Mahdi, nothing is to be done, but a 
hesitation seta in which paralyses our 
statesmen and ia tbe curse of constitu- 
tional government. 

_ The ministers' decision not to con- 
tinue the Soudan campaign is attributed 
both to lack of money and to the impos- 
sibility of forwarding British troops for 
this section until the Indian troubles 
are over. There is no doubt that Brit- 
ish supremacy in Central Africa is seri- 
oii'sly threatened by the French, whose 
unmistakable intention is to draw a 
horizontal line across the Soudan and 
cut oir direct communication between 
iicvpt and the British possessions in 
Central Soutli Africa, and the knowledge 
that Great Britain resting on her oars 
will cause them to redouble their eflorts. 
The Marquis of Salisbury ia urged on all 
sides to take spirited action and it la in- 
sisted that i^ funds be lacking Great 
Britain must advance them or even sup- 
ply the amount requisite to reach 
Khartoum. 

While the ministry is apparently 
vacillating in this direction it is showing 
no lack of energy in the dispute with the 
French regarding the Lagos hinterland. 
The foreign and colonial ollices are 
busily at work and are closely following 
every detail of the movements made. 
A special map is sent to Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain every nifiht with the latest 
moves marked on it with little flags.

London, Nov. C— The recent police re- 
cords of tbe East End of London read 
like the old days of Deadwood, Dakota. 
Revolver shootings have occurred al- 
most daily and on Wednesday there 
were no iesa than four committals for 
trial. One was the case of a boy who 
had killed a girl, another was that of a 
youth who seriouBly wounded a man, a 
third a man who shot his miatreaB; and 
the fourth that of a boy who discharged 
a revolver in a hall. 

Earlier in the week a boy of \~-) was 
shot by a gang of youngsters because he 
refuged to fit;ht, and on Monday a bullet 
crashed thrnufih a svatchinaker's store, 
narrowly missing the proprietor. The 
Royal Fiee hospital recently had ten 
patients suli'erinn from bullet wounds. 
In short the possession of revolvers ia 
now so common iu the East End that 
reaidenta of that district appeal daily to 
the magistrates and police for the adop- 
tion of orders to pnt an end to thia law- 
lessneeB.

Extra freight trains have 
been ])ut on, and the rivalry which 
exists between the various roads cross- 
ing the continent in the effort to secure 
the trade prompted them to promise 
that "fast" freights will be run from 
Chicago and other Eastern points to the 
Pacific Coast almost daily, to avoid any 
poaeibility of delay in re-filling the stock 
in case the rush exceeds even the pre- 
parations which are being made. 

There is probably no city in the world 
whose people should be in a better posi- 
tion to form a correct estimate of the 
needs which will arise by the mad rush 
of ] 898 to the Northern gold fields. En- 
gaged for years in outfitting for the 
Cariboo trade whicsh practically made 
her a city, Victoria's buBiueaa men tiave 
had a lesson in preparing for such a 
rush. 



ilEAUINe FOIl YUKON. 

Railway Projected From C P. R. Jlair. I. 
and Two Others From Lynn 
Canal. 

Ottawa, Nov. ti. — A line of railway 
across the interior of British Columbia 
connecting the Canadian Pacific with 
the Yukon, is contemplated in an appli 
cation for a cb after of which notice is 
given in the official Gnxetto of this week 



The route stated is from a point near 
Cranbrook, in East Kootenay, the most 
made up of large numbers of people from I northerly point on the Orow'a Nest Pass 



all parts of the world— from the British 
Colonies, from the States, and from 
Europe, will have the ellect of transform- 
ing Vicljoria. in one single bound to al- 
most metropolitan proportions. 

From England alone it is estimated 
by the well-known Cook's excursion 
ofUcials that upwards of 100,000 people 
will leave for the Yukon. Most of these 
will nro3B the Atlantic to some of the 
United States and Canadian ports, and 
make their way across the continent by 
rail; but a large number will also come 
out by steam direct to the Pacific Coast 
by way of the Horn, and two of the 
largest and wealthiest steamboat com- 
panies of England have already com- 
pleted arrangements by which, having 
joined forces, they will bo able to cater 
for a large proportion of this trade. The 
Union Steamship Company, of b uuh- 
ampton, and the Shaw-Savill Compiiny, 
of London, are referred to, and they 
will dispatch boats of over 5,000 tons 
direct from London juat so soon as the 
rusti commences, as it is anticipated it 
will in January, or February at latest. 

The boats employed in bringing pas- 
sengera from England to the Pacific coast 
will be continued in the business of con- 
veying the intending miners from the 
ports of British Columbia and Washing- 
ton to the Alaskan voinls from which a 
start will be made tor the Ivlondyke 
region, and it ia now positively ascer- 
tained that twenty-four large steamers 
will be in readiness immediately the 
season opens to cater for the freight and 
passenger carrying trade in Northern 
waters. 

This from Victoria alone, and the 
number will be considerably increased 
by tlie fleet which will run direct from 
Vancouver, the terminus of theCanadian 
Pacilic railway, and from some ports on 
Puget Sound the boats running from 
which will not include British Columbia 
ports ia their way. Then to this has to 
be added a fleet of sailing ships, schoon- 
ers, sloops and smaller craft wbi6h will 
undoubtedly bo engaged in the bnainese. 
A large numlier of sealing veasels which 
have been lying idle for some time will 
be pressed into the service. 

From Australia and New Zealand the 
latest advices are ;o the effect that the 
passenger acconimoihition on the trans- 
pacific liners wil' be tiixed to the ut- 
most limit, and the excitement in those 
colonies is already so vvell marked that 
people are engaging passage, and many 
iiavti already arrived in the province, in- 
tending to winter here and take the lirst 
chance of getting into the gold liuhls in 
the spring. After a city, however large 
her trade may have been, falls, as it 
were, lUp Vf.n Winkle like, asleep for a 
period of nearly forty years, it ia natural 
that the process of awakening should he 
one accompanied with some little diffi- 
culty and occupy some little time. 

It is well for the cities on the Pacific 
coast that the rush of last Bumcier came 
in time to give the merchants some idea 
of the volume of trade resulting from tlie 
outfitting of great nam Ijers of men. It 
is well too that since tlie end of the tem- 
porary ruHli the niercliauts have been 
alloweil a spell of lireatliing lime by the 
intervention of the winter season to pre- 
])are thenisolves for the much greater 
rush which will indubitably take place 
in the spring. 

In Victoria li. P. KithoL i<c Co., Ltd., 
have given the first indications of their 
intention to be prepared for the increased 
business of 1898, promising to extend 
their wharfage accommodation to almost 
donble its present capacity. North of 
San Franciuco there ia no city better 
equipped with wharfage accommodation 
than Victoria, as far as water front apace 
occupied is concerned, and it ia likely 
that when the present extension is com- 
pleted, as it will he in a very short time, 
Victoria will bo in a fair way to rival 
San Francisco itself. 

The Hudson's Bay Company, who 
for two centuries have been looked upon 
as the foremost corporation in Canada, 
have also declared their intention of in- 
creasing their facilities for trade in the 
direction of building additional bgals, 
extending their wharfage accommoda- 
tion at the various points to which their 
boats will ply, and the organization of 
pack trains, building of wagon roads, 
and establishment of additional trading 
' posts along the line of travel to the in- 
terior of the country. They havd for 
lunny years carried on an, epormoue 
trade with the settlemonts in line north- 
ern part of the province, and thtir stock 
has always been heavy ; but the arrange- 
ments they have now made for increas- 
ing their business have compelled them 
■Ij put in one, of thavlargeat. stocks, of 



railway ; thence running in a northerly 
direction up the Kootenay river to Canal 
Flat; thence to Columbia lake, and in a 
northerly direction doWn the Columbia 
river to Canoe river ; thence up Canoe 
river and acrots a portage to the head-, 
waters of the Fraser river; thence down 
theFraserto Giscome portage; thence 
across the portage to Parsnip river; 
thence down Parsnip river to Findlay 
river and up Findlay river and across 
the divide to Francis lake, and thence to 
the Yukon; with power to divert the 
route of the line north of Giscome por- 
tage, and by way of Dease lake, or as 
may be found most suitable. 

Two projected lines from the coast, 
starting at Lynn Canal, also are adver- 
tised. The first ia called the Pacific A: 
r^ewis rail and waterway, to be from a 
point near the boundary line on Lynn 
Canal, by way of Lake Arkell, Hootchi 
villiage and Nordenskold river, to a point 
on Lewis river below the Five Finger 
rapids, and thence to Fort Selkirk, with 
power to vary the above route should 
further surveys of the company prove it 
to be advisable. 

Ih^ other application will he for an 
act to incorporate a railway company 
for the purpose of conveying passengers, 
freight and ores from some point near 
the head of Lynn Canal, thence in a 
northeasterly direction through White 
Pass ; thence by way of Lake Bernard to 
a point on the southeasterly end of Lake 
Bennett; thence following the said lake 
to a point on the northern boundary ot 
British Columbia ; and also from some 
point near the northerly end of Lake 
Marsh by way of McClintock river and 
trail to liootalinqua river. 



IS il'KINLEY FOE WAR? 

TUe Spectator Comes to the Conclusion 
That He Is— Ex-Mlnlater Taylor's 
Article'. 

London, Nov. 6. — The Spectator to-day 
repeats its argumentsjoilast week^^ the 
subject of Cuba, and cbmes to the con- 
clusion that when President Mo'Kinley 
gives hia decision it will be for war. 

Several of the English newspapers to- 
day severely criticize the action of Mr. 
Hannis Taylor, the former minister of 
the United States to Spain, in publish- 
ing hia views on the Cuban question in 
an American magazine. The Pall Mall 
Gazette says: " He is getting even with 
President McKinley because the latter 
did not keep him at Madrid." Continu- 
ing the Pall Mall Gazette says: "Mr. 
Taylor finds no difficulty in forgetting 
that all the information he has seen fit 
to divulge was obtained in his .official 
character, and therefore under the seal 
of secrecy." 

Mr. Taylor in the article referred to 
tells how Senor Castelan tried to per 
suade the late Premier Oanovas to ofTor 
genuine reforms to the Oubans, as that 
otherwise intervention by the United 
States muat follow inevitably. This 
waa Mr. Taylor's attitude as a 
diplomatic representative anxious to 
prevent war. For a time he believed, 
he says, that the Iron Premier had 
yielded. But when the propoacd rofoiins 
were made public, ho says : " I saw that 
the great men hail trifled with us ■ as if 
we were children." lie denounces the 
hoUownesa and emptiness of the whole 
shadowy pretence embodied in the royal 
decree of February, 1897. lie sees no 
solution of the Cuban problem which 
will end the strife except intervention. 
Mr. Taylor's letter concludes as follows: 
" In my former article I deliberately 
ventured to assert that ' I am satisfied 
after careful investigation that tho ruling 
classes of Spain, civil, clerical and mili- 
tary, are resolved to refuse to make 
any concessiona to the rebellious colon- 
ists which would meet with their ac- 
ceptance. I cannot doubt that any minis- 
ter who dares undertake such a peril- 
ous enterprise will be at once driven 
from otlice, and it will be a great weak- 
ness upon our part to be misled by any 
false hopes and promise in that regard. 

"I have always worked to find a way 
to end this cruel Cuban war and to ren- 
der unnecessary intervention by tho 
United States. I am now tho advocate 
of such intervention because I am sat- 
isfied that it ia tho only remaining 
means by which peace in Cuba can pos- 
sibly be secured." 




ATLANTIC MAIL MUDDLE. 

The C. P. R.'s Strong Ground for Objecting 
to the Government's Proposition. 

JIoN TKKAi,, Xov. G. — The jjropoeed ar- 
rangement between the government and 
the Beaver line for a Canadian mail ser- 
vice seems to have aroused a good deal 
of opposition on the the part of the C. 
I^. K. company, who contend that the 
Beaver line handling their paseeneers 
by way of Halifax could not expect the 
company to interchange freight with it 
at St. .John. 

An interview with one of the com- 
pany 'p chief officers dieclcaea the fact that 
tlie C.P.R. aeeuined thia position be- 
cause of tl)e ajiparent likelihood that the 
comj)aMy vvoiiM cliurtly be deprived 
of acceHP to liidifnx, the government 
havii)ii givt^n iiiitice several Mionllia iigo 
that ti.e ..gr('eiii''nt under which ttie 
C. P. 11. reaches Halifax over the Inter- 
colonial tracks would be cancelled at 
the end of the yciii-. In tho alisenco of 
agreement the company would not be in 
a puaition to conijiele .with the Inter- 
col()nir..l at any point east of St. John 
and therefore tlieir line would terminate 
at the latter point. 

It is thought that if the company were 
assured of the Halifax connection, their 
objection would be removed as Halifax 
would be one of the terminal points 
same as St. John. 



SLOW (iOlNt; SllYPATHY. 

Tlie United States Government Must Deal 
With Congress Beibre Their Alaskan 
Sufferers Can Be Relieved. 

Washington, Nov. 6. — President Mc- 
Kinley is much concerned over the re- 
presentations that many persons are in 
a starving condition in Alaska, and it is 
probttVile that tho n itter will be fully 
diacueeed at the next cabinet meeting. 
Secretary Alger saw tho President to-day 
on the Alaska matter. Tho secretary 
saya that tho only thing tho government 
can do now is to formulate a plan and 
make a recommendatioii» to congress, 
asking for an ajipropriation, as there is 
neither money nor ships at the disposal 
of the government'to parchase an4 send 
supplies to the Alaskan sufl'erers.

EXTSNDIKQ HEB BOBDEBS. 

Great Britain May Feimanently Occnpy the 
Country Entered by the Punitive 
Expedition. 

I>oNrioN, Nov. 6.— In spite of the state- 
ment made by Mr. A. J. Balfour, the 

first lord of the treasury, in his speech 
at Norwicli on Thursday evening that 
the government. had no desire of aggres- 
sion on the north-west frontier of India, 
hut sought only to maintain the present 
frontier, there is little doubt that the 
trip made by tho punitive expedition 
now encaged with the tribesman will be 
followed by permanent occupation. The 
military despots of India demand and 
put the opinion in Great Britain mani- 
festly favors a permanently military oc- 
cupation of the territory practically 
conquered by the British troops. 



CHINESE INSULT GEBJIANY. 

Ambassador, Naval Captain and Mission- 
aries Have Been Fiercely Assaulted. 

London, Nov. 6.— A special dispatch 
from Shanghai received here to-day says 
that the German minister to China and 
the captain of the German gunboat Cor- 
morant have bten attacked by a mob at 
Wei Chamr, a large citv in the province 
of Hoo Pee, on the Yang Tso TCiang 
river. 

Bkiu.in, Xov. ().— News of tho attack 
on the llennan mission at Yen Ohufii, 
in the southern part of the province of 
Shaing Tung, has been oflicially con- 
firmed. Tho Kheniah missionaries Nies 
and Ilenlo were killed, Seiglor ia niies- 
ing and Steng escaped. Tho German 
government has ordered measures to lie 
taken at Pekin to obtain redress for the 
outrage. 

MONSON TllK NOTORIOUS. 

The Suspect in the Ardlamont .Tragedy C;ise 
Again Before llie Courts. 

l^d.NDDN, Nov. t). — An echo of the 
fauioua Ardl.unoiit tragedy was lieard at 
Leeds on W'edne.'^iiay, when Alfred J. 
ilonson, who in ISlJ.'i was tried on the 
charge of murdering his pupil, Lieut. 
Dudley Cited liiiiribrough, the jury 
bringing in a verdict of "not proven," 
WHS i-ntnnioned by his wife. The latter 
said her husband had left her in Febru- 
a '.y, LS'.iO, and had since failed to pro- 
vide for her and six children, all umlur 
Itt years of age. 

HAWAIIAN8 PBOTESTISG. 

Natives Object to Forcible Conversion Into 
United States Citizens. 

WASiii.N-ciTON, Nov. 6. — Word has been 
received here that a delegation of native 
Mawaiians will come here to oppose an- 
nexation. Tho delegation is made up of 
Prince David Kawananakoa, .Inniee 
Ivaulia, David Ivalauokalani and J. M. 
Ivanakua. It is to arrive in Washing- 
ton about December 1. Mr. Kaulia will 
act as official chairman. He will bring 
resolutions adopted at a mass meeting of 
natives, the essential feature being oppo- 
sition to annexation. 

The delegation will not urge tho re- 
storation of the former Queen, or of any 
other reiiresentative of royalty, but will 
confine their eflorts to having the pres- 
ent status of Hawaii as a republio main- 
tained. Tho committee will communi- 
cate with (iueen Liliuokalani and en- 
deavor to secure her endorsement of this 
plan, but failing in this, they are author- 
ized to proceed withouther co-operation. 
It is said that this movement by the 
natives may be offset by a counter move- 
ment of the native Hawailana favorable 
to annexation.

Berlin, Nov. C. — Emperor William of 
Germany spent the fore part of the week 
at Liebenburg, the estate of the Eulen- 
berge, where he was splendidly enter- 
tained by Count Philip von Eulenberg, 
who has for a long time past been a 
great favorite of Hia Majesty. On Mon- 
day, at theirreturn from the hunt, there 
was a banquet, during which an invisible 
ohoii of youtbial voices sang, one after 
the other, ttie songs composed by the 
Emperor, with a text written by his 
host. A string orchestra of picked per- 
formers, specially sent from Berlin, fur- 
nished a low accompaniment. The Em- 
peror was in irreat spirits, and jiroposed 
a toast in impromptu rhyme. 

During the afternoon ii big wild boar, 
after having been hunted for over an 
hour and swimming through the lake in 
the forest, was a))proin'hed by a group 
of riders, among whom was His Majesty. 
The animal having B|)ent its strength 
rolled about the ground, and finally 
rolled under the hoola of the Emperor's 
horse, which bolted. His Majesty, how- 
ever, finally stopped his eteed, ilia- 
mounted and speared the boar. 

Emperor William is devoting much of 
ills time to the study of Russian. The 
letter whicli he wrote to the Czar during 
the latter'a stay at Darmstadt was in 
excellent Russian.

MORE FALSEHOOD 

FROM SEATTLE. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer has a 
long interview with Mr. Milne, collector 
of eustoma of this port. We question 
the judgment displayed by Mr. Milue 
in consenting to ba interviewed by the 
Post-Intelligencer. There- was nothing 
in what he said to which esception can 
be taken, but the Seattle paper, by thn 
aid of a great display head and an abun- 
dance of black type, seeks to make Mr. 
Milne take an opposite position to tliat 
taken by the Minister ol the Interior. 
We all know that Mr. Milne would do 
nothing of the kind, and no one will be 
more indignant.tban he at the manner 
in which hia courtesy has been abused. 

To make the matter more clpar 
wo may say that on the day previous to 
the publication of the Milne interview 
the Post-Iutelligoncer printed a ehoit 
summary of Hon. Mr. Sifton's remarks 
under the caption "Grasping for Trade." 
This was the poison. It meant death to 
tho hcpes of tho Seattle merchants, so 
far as the trade of the Ciinadlan Yukon 
is concerned. An antidote was necessary. 
Mr. Siftou had said that the duties 
would be rigorously collected and the 
exemption would be repealed. He bad 
said that everything in reason would be 
done to secure the trade of tho Canadian 
Yukon lor Canadian cities. To ofl'set 
this Mr. Milne is represented as "the 
chief oflicer " of the customs service and 
as dispelling tho haze which Mr. Sifton 
has cast over tho situation. Mr. Milne 
is also quoted as authority for the future 
policy of the government ,'and tbe Post- 
Intelligencer on the' strongth of bia 
views says that it is certain that owing 
to the liberal ways in which the laws 
have been enforced the duties paid by 
miners will not exceed $10 each. 

If the Poat-Intelligencer does not know 
it is time it learned that Mr. Milne has 
no more to say about the policy of the 
Canadian government, in the collection 
of duties, than the pressman in its ofIi(!e 
has to say about the policy of the paper. 
Mr, INIilne is an employee of tho CDstom 
service, a valued employee, it is true, 
but wholly subject to the direction of the 
government. The use which the Post- 
Intelligencer has made of Mr. Milne's 
interview ia base and dishonorable. It 
does a great injustice to an honorable 
gentleman, who has a high regard to his 
duties and responsibilities. Worse than 
this. It puts in circulation a falsehood 
of the most grievous nature and one that 
may cost many a miner a large aam of 
money next year. A more diarepatable 
transaction in the newspaper line has 
rarefy come under our notice.' 



BUDDHISM. 



Seeing that 400,000,000 people adhere 
to one or the other of the forms of Ihidd- 
hiam, and that for twenty-Qvo centuries 
it has been a factor of influence in de- 
termining the lives ot mankind, it may 
be called humanity's prevailing religion. 
Originating in Hindustan, whence it 
was driven, however, by the more aggres- 
sive Brahmanism, it spread to Ceylon, 
over what we used to call Farther India, 
to Thibet, China, Japan, Siberia, I'urkea- 
tan and even aa far as Lapland. It ia 
impossible to correctly describe this 
great religion in a aentence or do more 
than give a general id^a of it in an 
article, bat as the object of this series of 
short monographs is simply to introduce 
the reader to the greatest aubject ot 
human thought, nainely, man in hia re- 
lation to tlie jiresent life and Uic future, 
the few facts that will bo given and the 
brief explanations that will be attempted 
may be of service. 

The basal thought of Buddhism seems 
to be that life is an evil and that Nir- 
vana, or total extinction, is the one 
thing to bo desired. The motive, S" to 
speak, of tho cult is the doctrine of rein 
carnation, which seems to permeate the 
Oriental mind aa nothing elae does. Tbe 
indestruciability of tbe human unit be- 
ing admitted, it follows that it must ex- 
ist in some condition. What is a dog, a 
tree or a ilianiond was, in the oyea ol 
tlie old enges of tlie Orient, a dialinot 
entity, which, so far aa they could see, 
had no beginning and could have noend. 
This entity revolved through eternal 
cycles in and . out of every conceivable 
form in wbich,tbioga exist. That which 
was a man at one stage, might be a tree 
at another, a stone at another, Buddha 
once said to hia monks that tho very pil- 
lars of the hall, which they spat upon, 
were once monka like themeelves, 
and they too would at some stage 
of their existence pass through 
such a stage and worse unless they found 
Nirvana. It was taught that reincarna- 
tion was governed as to its nature by 
tho merits or demerits of tho individual, 
but even if by superior escollonce of 
lifu, a man attained the highest heaven, 
after a time he would aj^ain find his 
place in the treadmill of earthly exist- 
ence. To escape from this endless revo- 
lution of lives was the object of tlie con- 
templations of Guatama, tho illustrious 
Ilindu prince, who is called the Buddha. 
Guatama ie said to have shown in very 



early life a disposition to deep religious 
thDught, and to prevent him from de- 
grading his caste by becoming a priest, 
his father selected as a bride for tbe hoy 
a moat beautiful princess. For some 
years ho lived a life of groat happiness; 
but in the lapse of time the: -blise .which 
be enjoyed brought ba(!k'aii;ew to his 
mind with redoubled force the thought 
that not only it, but this life 
itself must end, and after life a new ex- 
iatencQ began, which might ho as intol- 
erable as hie present one was enjoyable. 
He therefore deserted wife nnd parents 
and gave hlmaelf to contemplation, in 
order to Bolve the-cauBe of existence and 
how to terminate It, receiving in the end 
a gift of wisdom, which m the basis of 
Buddhism. This great thought was that 
existence is due to ignorance and may 
be terminated by wisdom. It would be 
tedious and profitless to try to explain 
how Buddtm accounted for ignorance 
causing existance; but at thia stage it 
may be mentioned that his system takes 
no account of a Deity. It docs not deny 
the existence of a Deity, but simply 
ignores it. There is no moro need in 
Buddhism for what; one of the modern 
philosophera calls' "the hypotheais of 
Ciod" than there is in Oonfucianism. 
There is not even a negative proposition 
on the subject. 

Tho aecond stage in Baddhiatic 
thought is that expreased in what are 
called "the four noble truths," which 
may ho stated aa follows: Existence is 
pain ; Pain is caused by desire ; The 
object of life is to suppress desire; Nir- 
vana can be reached by observing the 
laws of Buddha, or theeight rules of life. 
By desiro ia meant not only the wish to 
liavo but the .wish to avoid. Theeight 
rules of life are described as right faith, 
right judgment, right language, right 
purpose, riuht practice, right obedience, 
right memory and right meditation, 
The observance of tliese rules will secure 
wisdom, and ignorance being the eauso 
of exislenco it follows as of course that 
wiaJom will terminate it, for where 
wisdom is there will ho no desire. 

It is not difficult to understand how 
such a belief should gain adherents in 
the Orient. The Oriental aa a rule is 
mt of vigorous vitality. In Europe, 
where the blood runs fast in the veins 
and men are full of vigor, the idea of 
death is nbhorent; but to people of 
more slug?'' Hspoattion and who live 
on as low no as tho millions of 

India, 01: Japan, and tlie other 
countriea , death ia a matter of 

much ind je. The average Orien- 

tal ia qaii led that the next stage 

of his ex can liardly be woraa 

than tho i ent, and if he could dis- 
cover u way to end the whole miserable 
buainesa he would be the better pleased. 
Hope, which Sidney Smith said ".comes 
to all but the damned and the seasick," 
plays every little part in Uie determina- 
tion of the Oriental character, for of 
what use ia it to hope, when bound 
by the lav ""arma to what we have 
called a b iternal treadmill! 

I'here i . in tbe teachings of 

Buddha that no oeantiful in tbe extreme. 
Some of bia thoughts are among the 
noblest that the human race has ever 
known. They are as eaalted aa the 
highest teachings of Christianity, so far 
aa they relate to the relations of men to 
each other. But after all this has been 
admitted, after it has been conceded 
that a good Buddhist may be a perfect 
man, ao far as hia • human relations go, 
there remains the tremendous fact that 
the system ia the voice of a people in 
despair. It is the cry of a world in 
darkness, able to discover nowhere in 
tho whole universe anything jicr- 
muneni but pain. There ia in the Bud- 
dhist no such thing aa an overruling 
deity, there is not even the refuge of 
blind chance. The inexorable law 
of Karma binds creation to its 
eternal cycle of oxistence. The Uni- 
verao is, indeed, a huge blunder, 
and the whole object of man is to set it 
right by so living that by degrees every^ 
tiling that Is may become abaorbed in 
Nirvana, which is nothing abort of anni- 
hilation. The Brahman, we ahall see, 
t jachcB that wo may so live as to he re- 
abBorbcd in tho Fountain of Being, iiio 
Chri-Btian teaches that wo may hone to 
become ono with tho Eternal Father, 
tho Mohaiiimedan pictures a future of 
eternal and unalloyed delight, tbe Con- 
fucianist ignores tbe future entirely, the 
Zoroaatran believes in an immortality o 
blias; but the Buddhist declares thai 
nothing ia to be desired but extinction, 
and to gain this he niust follow ivith 
tedious steps an almost impassable path 
until such time aathe law of Karma re- 
leases him from tbe necessity of reincar- 
nation. And Karma is, we may add, as 
inflexible as the rules of mathematics. 
There is no power in earth or heaven 
that can alter its course by so much as a 
hair's breadth.

BUIT AHD BIBDS. 

Fruit Exchange Business Sliowa a Large In- 
crease— tUischievou'liirds. 

Speaking of the meeting of the fruit 
exchange held during the week at Van- 
couver, Mr. 11. M. Palmer, inspector of 
fruit pests, states that whereas the sales 
last year showed $9,000, this year they 
had increased to $17,000 for the fruit 
which has been shipped hy co-operation 
by the farmers through tho exchange. A 
gratifying result, too, is that the grower 
received double the price that the Wash- 
ington or Oregon grower received. For 
plums tlie British Columbia growers re- 
ceived 2 cents, for early apples (iO cents 
and for late apples %\. In regard to the 
bringing; of song birds into British Col- 
umbia, Mr. Palmer said that the sub- 
ject waa discusBed freely at the fruit- 
growere' meeting at WeBtminster, which 
he attended. The opinion of the fruit- 
growers was that English Wackbirda, 
thrushes and linnets were very undesir- 
able, aa liable to injure the fruit trees. 
The blackbird ia such a ravenous fruit 
feeder that in parts of Kngland the trees 
have to be covered with nets. In Cali- 
fornia, too, the liiinetB are so destruc- 
tive to fruit buds that, after trying other 
methoda, the Pomona Experimental 
station has advired tha- they be pois- 
oned wholesale to get rid of them.

I)eiivered in the Full > 
• Gonrt. - 



Reasons for Considering: That tlie 
Appeal Sliould Be Dismissed 
Witli Costs. 



Followini; is the text of Mr. Justice 
McOreiglit'a judgment eoncarring witti 
that of the Chief Juatica in the appeal 

of PiiiterBon v. Victoria: 

In this Cftse tlie learned judge at the 
trial leftcertiiin questions to the jury, at 
the end of his charge, who returned their 
answers to theui accordingly. The 
spective questiona and anawera are as 
folio vb: 

1. Did the corporation after the e^' 
-tension of the city limits control and 
manage the bridge as if owner tiiereof? 
A. Yes. 

2. Was the bridge as constructed of 
sutHclent atrength for safe use by the 
tramw.ay company in the wav in which 
it was used up to the time of tlie acci 
dent? A. No. 

3. Was auch uae by the company by 
the agreement with the corporation? 
A. Yes. 

•1. iliul the corporation knowleilge of 
the iiiBuflicient strength of the bridge in 
time to iiavu prevented such use l)y the 
company before the accident? A. Yes. 

5. Would tlio corporation if exercising 
ordinary caro have become aware. of ihu 
actual condition of the bridge in time to 
have prevented such use by the com- 
pany before the accident? A. Y'es. 

G. Did the corporation before permit- 
ting tramcare to pass over the bridge 
make any enquiry as to whether it was 
of sutlicient strength for safe uae for that 
purpose? A. — No. 

7. Oould such knowledge have been 
easily acquired by the corporation? A.— 
Yea. 

8. Had the corporation at the time of 
th ) accident sufTered the bridge to fall 
int ) such disrepair as, by reasons there- 
of, to have become dangerous for Buch 
use by the company? A. — Yes. 

9. Did the changes made in the bridge 
by the corporation and under arrange- 
rnent with it by the company materially 
reduce the strength of the bridge to sup- 
port a tramcar passing over it? A,— The 
strength was reduced, 

10. Was the hole bored by Cox, the 
city carpenter, in beam No. 3 as de- 
scribed by him? A. — Yes. 

11. Did the boring of such hole cause 
the beam to become rotten? A, — Tlie 
liole undoubtedly added largely to the 
ruttHnnusa of the beam. 

IL'. What was the immediate cause of 
the accident? A. — The breaking of beam 
No. 8. 

Damages — Amount, $13,500; appor- 
tioned.to the widow, $4,600; Marie Mil- 
ler, $3,000; James Alexander, $3,000; 

Clement Ross, .t3,000. 

I think the answers to questims 10, 11 
ami r2 having regard to the respective 
(piesiiona and the evidence, are findings 
t li'il the liole bored in floor beam No. 3 
i>v Cux, the city carpenter, on the gorge 
Bid ' of the bridge added largely to the 
rot ounesB of that beam, the breaking of 
wbi 11 (of course through its rottenness) 
was the immediate cause of the acci- 
dent. I cannot say that the findings 
are su'jli as a '• jury viewing the whole 
of the evidence reasonably could not 
properl/ find." On the contrary, I 
think the eviilenco of the witnesses 
Warner, L-jckivucd, Murray and Bal- 
four and that ol Gore as to the jib plate 
having bean " torn through " tho rotten 
beam (see Appeal book, p. 328) fully 
n^arrant the finding as to the immediate 
cause of the accident. 

I think these findings bring the case 
within the Borough of Bathurat v. Mac- 
))her8on, 4, Appeal Cases, pages 25(>, 
12ti.") and 'JUG. (See especially this case 
explained in the Council of Sydney v. 
Bourke, 'J.^, A. C, at page -11). Thereit 
ia said in the judgmentof the J.C. " that 
the ratio decidendi of the Bathurat 
case was that tho defendants had caused 
a nuisance in the highway, etc., etc. 

•" Tho case was not treated is non- 
feasance, and indeed it was not so. The 
(iifeiuliints had created a nuisance- 
having made the drain and failed to 
keep it in such a condition that the road 
would not fail into it, they were just as 
much liable aa if they had made the ex- 
cavation without constructine the drain, 
and the road had subsequently enbaided 
and become founderous." 

I quote this pasi-age because it eeema 
to me that tlie action of the council by 
Cox, tlieir carpenter, in boring the 
anger hole and leaving it for four years 
111 tuch a ulate as largely to add to the 
rottenness of the byani, ia more directly 
a iiuisunue than what waa done by the 
cori)oratioii in tho Bathurat caae, anil 
(•nnstituted more directly a misfeasance. 
Tlie connection of the non-repair of the 
b.irrel drain with the hole which caused 
the accident was not so obvious or so 
direct as that of the deep auger hole in 
the [iiesent case, with the rottenness of 
beam Nu. 3 increasing during the four 
years from 1892 to 180U, and which a 
little ciro should have foreseen and pre- 
vented by removal of the beam. Cox, 
the carpoQter, says (see page 97 of the 
appeal b ok); "The hole was caulked 
uj) with oiUum for the nresent time 
only, with tlie iinderatanding that the 
whole thing would be moved. I sup- 
pose it was to keep the water out for tho 
present.'" 

Q. "Howdid you jjut the oakum in? " 
A. " Juat put it in with sticks." 

Tbia witness was. not cross-examined. 
It ie argued that the conduct of the de* 
fendaniB was that of nonfeasance rather 
than misfeasance, but I think the answer 
is that there is more miafeaaanco in tho 
present than in tho Bathurat case. Tlie 
real inquiry is, what is tho cause of 
action? and tho answer ia that it is the 
act on the part of the defendant whicli 
gives the plaintifl'hia cause of complaint. 
iSee the judgment of the Common Pleas 
ill Jackson v. Spittall, L. li. 5C; V. at p. 
552. I think no one would say that the 
making of the auger hole, coupled with 
the subsequent neglect, was the cause of 
action, or that it was not one of the ma- 
terial facta, on, which the plaintiff relies. 

But I think the plaintiffs case may 
also ho rostod safely on the groimd put 
by the learned trial judge; that the cor- 
poration are roaponsible for the' state of 
the hridtie, as they would be for the 
«late of t-bo streets, regard of course be- 
iijg bud to tho doctrine of nonfeaeaucu 
and roisfeaaance; , tbat the. defendants^ 



while so responsible, became aware in 
June, 1892, that the bridge was in a dan- 
gerous state, eepecially liaving re- 
gard to itB use by" the tramcari 
cjmpany; that eight of the beams I 
were found in June, 1S92, to be unsound 
in addition to that which broke and had 
to bo removed ; that the City iiingineer 
recommended iron beams in lieu of the 
wooden beamc, many of which appear 
to have got into a bad state between the 
years 18S5 and 18U2, when the first beam 
was broken under the weight of a tram- 
car which, as Warner, the civil engineer, 
says (see page 161 of the appeal book), 
passed over ba.reiy " by the skin of the 
teeth," and the second time that the 
application of that heavy load was made 
it failed." He further (p. 151) aeema to 
have thought it " the most criminal 
piece of maintenance he bad ever heard 
of," and I xather the structnra was al- 
together too light for tramcara, and that 
even the Bubatitution of iron for wooden 
beams might not have averted the dis- 
aster. I ahall not further deal with the 
judgment of the learned trial judge, ex- 
cept to say that I think it is correct, 
and that tho closing of the bridge against 
trallic of all Iciiuls with the consent of 
the company and tho renewal of portions 
partly by the defendants and partly by 
tlie company under arrangement with 
the defendants, show the defendant felt 
the state of tho bridge was their resfion- 
sibility. Had thoy kept it closed against 
tramway traflc, at all events, they would 
have done well, or at least they should 
have taken great precautions such as its 
dangerous case required, but the throw- 
ing open of the bridge again for all trallic 
including trsiucar traffic seems to have 
been an unmistakeable act of miafuaa- 
ance which renders any digousaion as to 
the doctrine of nonfeasance as distin- 
guished from miafeasance in thia case 
irrelevant. 

I think thia case discloses distinct acts 
of misfeasance such as makes the de- 
fendants liable for the ensuing disaster 
and the appeal must be dismissed with 
costs. 



WANT THI5 SUBSIDY. 

Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern Prou'.oters 
Ask the Government to Allot the 
Bonus to Them. 

Yesterday a deputation composed of 
delegates from the cities of Vicitoria, 
Vancouver and New Westminster to- 
gether with representatives of the Van- 
couver, Victoria it Eastern Railway 
Company waited upon the provincial 
executive with a view to asking that the 
government should by order-in-couacil 
designate the V. V. & E. as the roat^ to 
which will be given the subsidy of $4,000 
a mile which tbe legislature last yeAr 
voted in aid of a road from the Coast 
towards Boundary Greek. 

The deputation was composed as fol- 
lows: Mayor Redfern, Aid. McOandless, 
Hall and Kioaman, of Victoria; Mayor 
Stilea, Aid. W. H. Keary and Ovens, of 
Westminster city council, and G. E. 
Corbould, Q. C, of the Westminster 
Board of Trade; llayor Templeton, Aid. 
iMi^Queen and Bethune, of Vancouver ; 
A. C. Wells, reeve of Chilliwack; and 
Messrs. N. JIcLean, J. T. Bethune, J. J . 
Banfield and R. Hall, representing the 
railway. The railway people stated that 
if they were granted the subsidy tboy 
would be ready to go ahead at once with 
tbe building of the road and that tbey 
were willing to abide by any reasonable 
terms that tbe government might im- 
pose, and would put up good security 
that the work would be carried out pro- 
perly. 

The government promised to take the 
matter into consideration and to give an 
answer at an early date. Premier Tur- 
ner suggested that in tbe meantime a 
formal application should bo made ac- 
companied by evidence of financial abil- 
ity to carry out the undertaking.

For this work ho 
gctj §2 or $2 Do a day, v.'hilu tho rail- 
road conductor, who is a very king in 
conipnrisou, draws his $6<or $6 per day, 
'or 25 a mouth, and is not classed as 
a "social fiaspect" either.

Editou: — If Victoria eucceeda 
in getting a fair Bhare of the Yukon trado 
the public.! will remember your able and 
Sariieat ellbrts to bring this about, but 
tbero ii still the same neceesity for all 
interested to ro on nod iiso all meauB 
poaaible to reach everyone of the great 
army of goldHeekers, who in the spring 
will be aecuring tlieir outfit. 

This ia the great advertising ago and 
judging for example by tho vast sums 
which must bo paid by the vendors of 
pills, balsam syrup, etc., for curing all 
the ills which flesh is heir to, advertising 
must pay, other wiee' such an expendi- 
ture woiild not be continned. Indeed, 
it has come to be taken for granted, that 
if a buBinesa man does not blow bis own 
trumpet, it is just because he baa nothing 
to make wind of and ao the multitude 
because (" they are mostly fools ") listen 
svhen tlie sound is loudeet, but with 
eeneo enough at the same time to buy 
whore they get the beat value for their 
money and the advantaces which Vic- 
toria cU'era in this way, which you have 
ao often pointed out cannot bo too often 
or too largely placed before the public. 

If Victoria within the next year or 
two takes on a commercial character 
with all the advantages which that im- 
pliea, the next and of atill greater im- 
portance is how that trade shall bo beat 
retained ^nd erttended, and I auawer by 
' &very Oitler which a mhier gives being 
as hoi4<i8tly and as carefully executed as 
if he \vere a resident iu the same street 
with tho aeller. 

A man with a Code of morals which 
would allow him to pass the inferior 
goods because the buyer was going to a 
great distance and never might return 
again to complain might make a little 
extra profit by so doing, but apart from 
moral considerations it would he a great 
miatake in the end. Let the merchanta 
of Victoria sustain as they have done 
the good name of the city, get a natne 
for the good quality of their goods and 
for the honest and upright character of 
their dealings and a great and prosper- 
ous future awaits Victoria. 

This great country with its vast min- 
eral resources only needs capital and 
honest men to Make it ijerhapa the most 
important part of tlie British Empire, 
but its very wealth may come to be a 
danger in the future as it haa been with 
other nations and races unlesa a high 
standard of moral integrity is main- 
tained and everything mean false or 
unjust shunned as men would the 
plague. 

Another phaao in our history It 'is to 
be hoped will be coming, viz., to better 
supply by native industries our own 
wants and so largely keep the money in 
the country which at present goes out of 
it, for every dollar which goea to another 
country for any other article which could 
be produced at home ia a dollar in a 
aenae lost, and by whatever amount ia 
apent in this way lessens our national 
aaaeta to that extent just as surely as if 
it were thrown into the sea, a truth in 
political economy which we do not 
realize as we ought. 

Already a small beginning has boon 
made — paper works and a smelter in 
Vancouver, and iu Victoria juat now a 
building ia going up in Wharf street for 
preparing and smoking bacon, both for 
the home and export trade, the latter 
being a guarantee of all quality, as 
nothing but the flneat prime meat will 
do for this trade. It will be a great con- 
venience for local l)uyerB to select their 
own supplies, and at a price as cheap as 
they would pay at a distance and so save 
carriage. Bacon will be prepared and 
packed for the Yukon trade to keep per- 
fect in any climate for twelve months. 
The proprietors have engaKcd a manager, 
a man with large experience both in 
.Scotland and the United States, and this 
more than anything will inKke the place 
a eucceas. Well, what next? Patriolfi 
whose own pockets are the liret or next 
conaideratioii cannot employ tlieir capital 
better tiian starting native iudiiBiriea, 
eapecially in view of the approaching 
boom which next year will aee. " "

"Well," says the old gentleman, with 
an approving smile, "you may laugh 
then." 

It is said that man is the only animal 
that laughs. It is therefore a diatinctive 
privilege, doubtless designed for good, 
confirming the truth of a familiar saying 
that every . hearty laugh serves to 
lengthen a man's days.
